ceiving wirgea due them from the city 
of Dayton, arrived hero today. 


They explained their plight »t the 


Dosplaincj street police station. 
Offi- 


cials there laid the matter befora the 
United Charities. 
Many of the men 


come from cities near Dayton. 


Robert Abule, one of tlw number, said 


work was slack in Cincinnati, where he 
lived and he left his wife »ud family 
to got work at Dayton. 


"I was hired by the city at $2 a day 


to work on thn streets,'' said Abule. "I 
worked with hundred* of others until 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, when some 
soldiers iinclod us aboard a train. On« 
of the soldiers, told us that their orders 
wero to get rid of undesirables and that 
wo came under that heading. 
We djf! 


not know where we were going until t 
conductor told us the train was bound 
for Chicago. 
I never got any money 


for the work I did and Tots of us never 
bud a clianci; to got our baggage before 
we. left. 
1 asked the conductor how I 


was going to got my wages and he said 
he guessed that somebody had used it 
to buy m-r a ticket."

a story from Chicago today that men 
had been driven from Dayton as "un 
desirables." 
They deny that, injustice 


could have been done them, except in a 
few unavoidable instances. 


'The action of the authorities was 


taken to rid the city of imported labor- 
ers who became intoxicated and con- 
tinued unfit and unwilling to work,1' is 
the statement of city officials. 


'There is a crying need for hundreds 


more workers than we have been able 
to get. 
There, is a labor famine in every 


class of wcrk. We can use a thousand 
laborers m~ the. work of cleaning the 
streets and mechanics and artisans of 
every trade, are in the greatest demand. 
Any man who can do a day's work can 
be lure of continuous employment and 
fair treatment at good wages."

London, April 30.—The, British home 


office today Inaugurated its active cam- 
paign to put an end to suffrage mili- 
tancy. 
The hoadnuarters of the Wo- 


men's Social and Political union where 
many outrages are snid to have been 
plannod. was occupied by the police n^id 
all the active lenders taken into custody. 
Even "General'' Mrs. Flora. Drumrnond, 
who was out on bail, was arrested Olt 
a fresh charge of conspiring with tlio 
members of the Paukhiirsl family to 
commit malicious damage. 


Oven 100 policemen 
and 
detectives 


from Scotland Yard wore engaged in 
tho capture of militant officers. 


They had scarcely taken possession 


of tho place when "Oeneral" Driinimonii. 
apparently ignorant of what had hap- 
pened, arrived and was admitted, not 
realizing that sho had voluntarily en- 
tered f h o lion's den until sho found her- 
self under nnost and on the way to the 
Bow sheet police station whcro she 
met, other active officials of the societv.

The California Case. 


"While it listened respectfully to the pleadings of Sec- 


retary of State Bryan against the passage of an anti-alien 
land ownership law. the California legislature practically 
ignored his recommendations, the senate promptly pass- 
ing a substitute for the original bill within a few minutes 
after the conference with Mr. Bryan came to an end. It 
varies from the original bill to small extent, and provides 
that "no alien who is ineligible to citizenship under the 
laws of the United States may hold real property in Cali- 
fornia. 


It is much too early to predict the outcome of the un- 


usual situation, and it is especially unfortunate that 
political conditions in Japan compel ticklish treatment of 
this land question in the United States to the end that 
we may not be involved in serious clash with the orientals. 
Manifestly an American community should have the right 
to decide for itself what kind of persons shall own its Land, 
and whether the Japanese are desirable inhabitants of an 
'American state with their present customs and present 
views seems to be a question that can be best answered 
by the majority most affected. 
Race prejudices ai-e to 


a very large extent foolish, but they are powerful, and 
constitute some of the important problems with which 
governments must deal. 


The California case promises to afford opportunity 


for the exercise of some statesmanship of the 
highest 


order in order to satisfactorily solve it. 


The declaration of the board of public safety that it 


proposes to arrest street railway conductors who fail to 
obey the city oi'dinance requiring that the names of streets 
be called will probably get results. Nobody will care to 
Bee a street car conductor haled into court for an offense 
of this kind, but the rule has been ignored for FO many 
years that less drastic action has utterly failed to produce 
'results wholly satisfactory to tho passenger who is car- 
ried past his street because he failed to recogni7o it and 
the conductor neglected to call it as the city ordinance 
and the rules of the company require him to do. 


We trust Chief of Police Abbott will follow up his 


Warning to the men who have been operating baseball 
pools and other games of chance on the sly by such rigid 
oversight of the men and the places where the practices 
have been permitted that there will be no attempt to con- 
tinue the swindles. It is a situation in which no one bet- 
ter realizes than the chief that the leniency that permits 
an inch will be promptly followed by the defiance that 
takes a mile. Absolute obliteration is the only adequate 
means of dealing with the evil. 


It is interesting to note that Washington folk who 


patriotically contributed to the inauguration day fund 
have received a refund amouning to 94.06 per cent, of 
their contributions, that sum being the net balance after 
expenses of the function were paid. This, too, is in face 
of the fact that the inaugural ball, which has always been 
regarded as the big revenue-producer on these occasions, 
was dispensed with when President Wilson was inducted 
.into office. The worst that has.happened, therefore, ap- 
pears to be the failure of a spasm of civic spirit to pay the 
dividend which tradition had led the patriots to confident- 
ly expect as a premium on personal glory.

Some of the big 
manufacturing establishments are adver- 
tising for help in the Chicago, the Cin- 
cinnati, the Indianapolis and Toledo pa- 
pers, but 
BO far the results have been 


anything but eatisfactory; in fact, those 
advertisements have not been the means 
of bringing any laborers here so far us 
can be learned. One large employer of 
labor is about to establish free bunk 
houses on the premises in tho hopes that 
it may induce a number of foreign la- 
borers" to apply for employment and re- 
main with the firm. This class go 111 
parties and when they quit an employer 
nil go together. This was the case nt 
the Pennsylvania car shops yesterday, 
when a party of eight laborers unex- 
pectedly resigned. 
And none applied for 


the positions they vacated. The Penn- 
sylvania company—and the other big 
employers of labor for that matter—arc 
offering steady employment and as a 
rule it is work within doors where rain 
does not interfere with it nnd the laborer 
will never be called upon to lose time 
because of the weather.
